During the former years of the 19th 
century the ecomomy of the United State 
was undergoing a depression es a result 
of the Industriel Revolution. The In- 
dustrial Revolution replaced man by 
machines that could produced more and 
cheeper than man. Thousands of workers 
were unemployed which was one of the 
meny causes of poverty, delinquency 
divorce, suicides, hunger, drug addic- 
cion, and discrimination. 

The uncontrolled superproduction of 
manufactured goods which the people did 
not consume and the lack or access to 
world markets paralized the economy of 
the country and the phenomena of depre- 
ssion caused a crisis during the years 
1895 to 1902. 

The crisis of the capitalist system 
drove President William Me Kinley "to 
commit the United States in the task of 
bringing civilazation and democracy to 
the savage continent of Latin America." 
whieh meant the conquest of Guba, P. R 
end the Filippines for markets. Soon 
the Spanish Americen Wer broke out in 
the year 1898. 

At this time Cuba and Puerto Rico 

sovereign countries in accord with 
their respective constitutions of 1897 
in which Spain andcother countries of 
the world recognized Buerto Rico and 
Cuba as sovereign and independant co- 
untrjes. 

During this war the United States 
invaded these countries, imposing on 
them the inable colonial
